Shoulders and former Patrol- 
man Elmer Dolan. Shoulders | 
and Dolan served federal prison 
terms for perjury following 
testimony at Kansas City in 
the kidnaping 

The continuing investigation 
is prompted by fears that the 
statute of limitations might 
prevent prosecution in the ran- 
som case after next October, 
the fifth anniversary of the 
Kansas City kidnaping. Law- 
yers disagree about when the 
statute began to run.

ROCKET 
ENGINE IN FAL 


Reactor and Other 
Parts of Rover Motor 
to Get Try-out in Ne- 
vada. 


WASHINGTON, April 21 
(UP)—The United States will 
test major parts of an atomic 
rocket engine in Nevada this 
fall, it was disclosed. 

Col. Jack L. Armstrong, dep- 
uty director of the Atomic 
Commission office of 

nuclear propulsion, 
told the United Press the nu- 
clear reactor and “necessary 
parts” of the “Rover” rocket 
engine will be tested at the 
atomic proving ground in Ne- 
vada, 

The Rover, which needs no 
air, could be used as a motor 
for space ships. 

Simultaneously Representa- 
tive James T. Patterson (Rep.), 
Connecticut, a member of the 
Joint Congressional Atomic 
Energy Committee, called on 
the Navy to step up its devel- 
opment of the “Subroc mis- 
sile. He said the Subroc 
could, if pushed, be in opera- 
tion a year befure the Polaris. 
He said it could be _ fired 
through torpedo tubes of exist- 
ing submarines, travel many 
miles under water and then 
fly through the air to coastal 
installations ‘many hundreds 
of miles away.” 

Patterson said actual proto- 
types of nuclear propulsion en- 
gines for missiles” will be 
tested on the ground this year 
He said airborne tests oi nu- 
clear powered missiles will be 
conducted within two or three 


vears. Armstrong said this pre- | 
diction might be over-opti- 
mistic. 


The reactor or power plant 
for the Rover is being de- 
veloped by the AEC at its Los 
Alamos ‘(N.M.) plant. Other 
parts are being developed by 
the Aerojet General Corp. and 
the Rocketdyne « division of 
North American Aviation. 

The Rover’s propulsion sys- 
tem is said to consist of an 
atomic reactor which would 
heat another substance, pos- 
sibly liquid hydrogen, unde 
high pressure This would 
blast out through nozzles, driv- 
ing a missile or space ship 
much like present chemical 
fuels. The atomic engine would 
not need the huge fuel sup- 
plies conventional rocket 
motors must carry. 

The AEC has another atom 
engine, the Pluto, under de- 
velopment. This is an air-

OTTAWA, April 21 ‘AP 
The Canadian Health Depart- 
ment concludes that nuclear 
explosions in the past year 
have not caused any appreci- 
able increase in the level of 


long-term radioactivity in 
Canada 

Dr. E. A. Watkinson, a prin- 
cipal medical officer of the 
Health Department, said in an 
interview that radiation ex- 
posure from nuclear fallout 
still is only a small fraction of 
the radiation to which man has 
always been subjected from a 
variety of natural sources 

Watkinson said the con- 
clusions were based on informa- 
tion collected by the Health 
Department, the Defense Re- 
search Board and other groups. 
He added that radiation levels 
in Canada generally conform 
to those in the United States 
and Britain. Figures on radia- 
tion levels were not being 
made public for the present, 
he said.

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Simple but Imaginative Refreshments Best for Children’s Parties

DOES ONE OF THE YOUNGSTERS have a birthday 
soon? Or has the warm weather made the children 
restless, so that you feel they need ‘‘something special’’ 
to look forward to keep that energy within bounds? 
Perhaps one of them deserves a reward or a celebration 
for some particular reason. Or it might be that you 
just feel like giving a party—which is a good reason, too. 

Food is an important part of any party, and with 
youngsters it is the highlight of the day. But the 
wisé mother plans fairly simple refreshments, then gives 
them a “‘party touch,’’ rather than attempting elaborate 
menus of foods which are just too rich for small diges- 
tive systems. A thoughtful idea is to put the menu on 
the invitation so mothers will know what Johnnie and 
Jane will be eating. 

Don’t forget that children adore color, so use it with 
a lavish hand in both decorations and refreshments. This 
is the time to get out your food color kit and really let 
yourself go in tinting icings, candies and other goodies; 
then pick up the same colors in table decorations. 

It’s a wise mother who makes careful plans ahead of 
time for entertainment; a busy child is a happy child. 
It’s fun to plan the party around some certain theme— 
a circus party, farm party, May day party, or Mother 
Goose party, for instance. 

Young children tire easily, especially when they are 
excited, so don’t let the party last too long (the other 
mothers will thank you if their youngsters don’t arrive 
home over-tired to the point of irritability). And do 
be sure that each child has some little favor to take 
home; it needn’t be important or valuable, just some- 
thing that is his own. 

Perhaps the most important point of all to remem- 
ber is not to wear yourself out; keep the plans and re- 
freshments simple enough to handle without any great 
effort.

Pick-Your-Own Cookie Tree 


STAR ATTRACTION for a children’s party might well 
be an artistic Cookie Tree laden with a wide variety 


of cookies, with their intriguing shapes and designs, 
(This is an idea which also could be adapted to many 
types of adult parties.) 

The young guests simply pick their favorite cookies 
right from the tree and eat them with one of the luscious 
ice cream desserts such as a banana split, cone-shaped 
ice cream mold or a tall ice cream soda. 

To make the Cookie Tree, select two or three small 
attractive branches which can be arranged in a jar or 
vase with a wide bottom so that it will not tip over easily. 

Start with a package of coconut covered marsh- 
mallow cookies, another of animal crackers then add 
any other type of eookies that you wish. Pierce holes 
through cookies with a cake tester or fine wire, then 
thread wire through cookies and hang on branches.

“disenchanted.” “Living it up” 
has been succeeded by “wait- 
ing for bargains.”’ 

This is a tedious, mark- 
time period in the automo- 
bile industry. Wage nego- 
tiations are due to climax 
(into strike or . settlement) 
by the end of May. Manu- 
facturers and dealers have 
plenty of cars on hand. They 
can take a strike, and Wal- 
ter Reuther, head of the 
UAW, knows it. Moreover, 
the federal excise on auto- 
mobiles is due to come down 
from 10 per cent to 7 per 
cent on July 1. So automo- 
bile price policy is in sus- 


pense. 
Meanwhile, no business rise 
is yet in evidence. But the 


rate of decline is diminishing. 
Medchandise carloadings show 
stability. And railroad shares 
have been firm to strong. Both 
good though inconclusive. signs. 

But why does Congress dajly 
in extending unemployment 
compensation payments? Ina 
recession year, with more than 
5,000,000 jobless, you'd expect 
legislators to put first things 


first. Payments to people out 
of work are a humane neces- 
sity. They're anti-recessionary, 


and they have an immediate 
effect on buying. Instead, Con- 
gress debates rivers, harbors, 
and other long-range projects, 
which might help in 1959, but 
not now.

Largest Linear Atom Smasher 


PALO ALTO, Calif., April 
21 (AP)—Stanford University 
is planning to build the world’s 
largest linear atom smasher. 

jl. L. Schiff, executive head 
of the Stanford physics depart- 
ment, said yesterday the ac- 
celerator would occupy a two- 
mile long tunnel bored into 
the Coast Range back of the 
university and would generate 
power up to 45 billion elec- 
tron volts. 

The world’s largest atom 
smasher at present is in the 
Soviet Union and is the cyclo- 
tron type which whips protons 
around in a circle before blast- 
ing them at the atomic targets. 

The type Stanford contem- | 
plates shoots much _ smaller 
electrons in a straight line. 

Prof. Schiff’s details were 
contained in a speech to a 
Stanford alumni group in Salt 
Lake City, and were made 
public here at a hearing before 
the Palo Alto Planning Com- 
mission.

Crisis in Ferguson 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Seldom can the word “crisis” be 
applied accurately to a situation, 
yet crisis seems to be the best 
term for the present situation in 
the R-2 School District which 
comprises roughly the area of 
Florissant and Ferguson. At the 
last election the voters defeated 
a school tax increase of 35 cents 
and automatically dumped the tax 
rate back to the $1 level. 


The $1 rate will run the Fergu- 
s0n-Florissant schools for a little 
better than two months next fall. 
Few, if any, of the citizens who 
voted against the school tax want 
that critical situation to occur, so 
that the issue must be voted 
again, and will be on Wednesday. 


The R-2 district, unfortunately 
but truly, is not a wealthy one. 
As a matter of fact, of the St. 
Louis county school districts that 
did not receive state equalization 
aid last year, R-2 ranked nine- 
teenth out of 21 in assessed valu- 
ation per pupil. Thus, to keep 
the Ferguson-Florissant schools in 
a competitive position with other 
county schools, the citizens in 
the district must bear a propor- 
tionately higher tax rate. 


Even with this higher tax rate, 
the amount spent per pupil in the 
district is below average for the 
county, and it is a tribute to the 
efficient administration of the 
school board and school officials 
that the R-2 schools are rated, by 
outside expert opinion, among the 
best in the state. 


The Ferguson-Florissant area is 
experiencing great growth. While 
there are now about 8100 students 
in the R-2 schools, there are al- 
most 9000 pre-school-age children 
in the district. Each year more 
children are enrolled in the 
schools, and this means more 
classrooms and more teachers. 
Thus, the 35-cent increase is nec- 
essary just to stay even. Any- 
thing less would mean that the 
district’s schools would slip back.

Debate Without a Goal 


_ As the United Nations opens debate on 
Russia's charge of a threat by American nu- 
clear bombers, there is a danger that this dra- 
matic event will cloud the way toward more 
meaningful peace talks. 


The nature of the debate is already clear. 
However Russia tries to make propaganda of 
fears that an accident might trigger a nuclear 
war, the free world will cling to its position 
that the bomber patrols are its main deter- 
rent to war. The patrols will continue until 
there is an enforceable disarmament pact 
and assurance against surprise attack. And 
clearly the U.N. debate cannot provide such 
a pact or assurance. Only sincere negotiation 
could do that. 

Unfortunately Moscow forced the U.N. de- 


bate just as the West was searching for rea- , 


sonable topics of discussion on which peace 

negotiations could subsist. Statesmen, and 

scientists as well, are asking: What can a sum 

mit conference discuss? And two possible 

topics for peace negotiations have just been 

illuminated by two distinguished men. 
> > 


First there is, the testimony before the 
Senate Disarmament subcommittee by Dr. 
Hans Bethe, head of a special presidential 
committee on detection of nuclear explosions 
and, as it turns out, the first nuclear scientist 
with high official rank and access to informa- 
tion to challenge Dr. Edward Teller’s views. 


Dr. Bethe, it is reported, believes that viola- 
tions of any bar on nuclear weapons tests can 
be detected, that it would be to America’s 
advantage more than Russia’s to end such 
tests, and that tests should be suspended 
without simultaneous agreement to bar all 
nuclear weapons production. 


This view is in conflict with that long held 
by Secretary of State Dulles, who tied a test 
bar to a weapons bar in his disarmament 
“package.” Russia has refused to buy the 
package, and its prospects are poor because 
a bar on weapons production would require 
intimate inspection of defense bases, while a 
bar on tests would not. If Dr. Bethe is cor- 
rect, there is no reason for Washington to re- 
fuse to break up its package. A trial agree- 
ment to end tests might then become a start- 
ing point for peace talks. 


The second proposal for summit talks 
comes from Paul Henri-Spaak. The Secre- 
tary General of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization proposes a narrow buffer zone 
across Central Europe, in which long-range 
atomic weapons would be prohibited and rival 
military forces would be evenly balanced. 

Mr. Spaak’s plan is an alternative to the 
Rapacki plan offered by Poland for “de-atom- 
izing’ Germany, Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
NATO has resisted that plan on grounds it 
would ‘neutralize Germany, which is the cen- 
ter link of the Western alliance, without re- 
quiring equal sacrifice on the Communist 
side. A narrower buffer zone offers a bet- 
ter prospect of disengagement, with arms 
inspection. 3 

The views of Dr. Bethe suggest there 
should be less rigidity in the State Depart- 
ment, while the views of Dr. Spaak invite 
concession from the Kremlin. Both views 
suggest necessary first steps toward ending 
the arms race.. And both offer a practical 
answer to the question of what a summit con- 
ference might talk about. 

In view of Russia’s recent backing and fill- 
ing on summit preparations, the West is in 
a good position to challenge Soviet intentions 
as to constructive peace talks.

Toward the Ceiling 


Senator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia, Con- 
gress s economist with a capital E, predicts 
that the Government is heading toward an 
eight billion dollar deficit next year even 
without a tax cut such as that just suggested 
in the new Rockefeller report. 

Two things may be said of the Senator’s 
constant anxiety over the national debt. One 
is that if the economic slump grows worse, 
deficit spending will grow with it and will 
be thoroughly justified. Moreover, if the 
Senate Finance Committee chairman is right 
in his prediction, he was certainly wrong in 
his effort to hold the recent five-billion-dollar 
increase in the federal debt limit to only 
three billions. 

The time to hold down and decrease the 
national debt is in good times. But in a re- 
cession, needed recovery measures should not 
be restricted by an artificial legislative limit 
on the debt. Even the new debt limit of 280 
billions likely will have to be breached or ex- 
tended again next year. And if that becomes 
the choice, the best thing to do with the limit 
will be to abolish it altogether. 


Speeding Up the Mail 

The St. Louis Post Office has begun, on a 
trial basis, a new mail pickup system that 
will save both time and money. Eighty-five 
specially marked mailboxes have been placed 
in the downtown, midtown and Clayton busi- 
ness areas. These boxes will be collected 
early in the day to speed the processing of 
business and air mail. 

Postmaster Dickmann, in his explanation 
of the new system to the heads of large 
businesses last week, gave reasons that ought 
to appeal to every company head. A letter 
mailed in the morning takes about 45 min- 
utes to process, he said, while one mailed 
around 5 p.m. takes two hours or more. An 
air mail letter for Boston which gets to the 
Main Post Office by 1 p.m. is delivered the 
next day. An air mail letter for the same des- 
tination, mailed four hours later, does not 
reach Boston for 24 more hours, which puts 
delivery another day later. 

As the letter writer saves time, the Post 
Office Department saves money—as much as 
$50,000 a year in St. Louis if only 25 per cent 
of the mail were shifted to morning and early 
afternoon, Mr. Dickmann said. The best re- 
sponse to the new plan would be to overflow 
the new boxes and to require the installation 
of others in short order. 


Canny Scots Eye the Tourist 


Whether or not there is an “abominable 
snowman” in the high Himalayas or a Loch 
Ness monster in bonnie Scotland, they are 
frequently in the news. The abominable 
snowman took the lead last January when a 
Soviet Russian scientific 


| expedition reported 
that it had twice sighted him and he was the 


genuine article. 

It was to be expected that the canny Scots 
would not allow the abominable snowman to 
stay one up on their own fabled monster. 
Recently came word from Inverness that a 


party of 30 Scots have organized a skin-diving 

to probe through the cold and 
murky Loch Ness waters in search of the 
monster. They will begin their underwater 
explorations early in June. 

Whether they find the monster or not, 
tourists will begin flocking into Scotland in 
June. Many of. them will be familiar with 
the old epic poem of Beowulf and how he 
slew a mighty monster in a terrific under- 
water battle. In fact these tourists might be 
rather intrigued about the chance of seeing 
one of the intrepid — and sagacious ~~ Scots 
get into just ‘such an encounter with the 
fabulous Loch Ness monster. 


For Fewer School Tax Elections 


Three of St. Louis county's 29 school dis- 
tricts this week will go through the expen- 
sive and annoying process of a second election 
within the month to approve a reasonable and 
necessary school tax rate. 

This is a forceful reminder that both the 
county districts and the city suffer from too 
many school tax campaigns. Their cost is a 
heavy burden on the taxpayers. And the 
campaigns themselves require substantial 
time and effort of school personnel and in- 
terested citizens. Steps to cure this costly 
and time-consuming malady ought to have 
high priority in the next Legislature. 

The heart of this multiple-election sickness 
lies in the Missouri Constitution. School 
boards like those in the county are permitted 
on their own initiative to levy only up to $1 
on each $100 of assessed value for operating 
purposes. There may have been some justi- 
fication for that ceiling when the 1945 Con- 
stitution was drafted. But inflation and rising 
school enrollments have combined to make it 
as outmoded as the horse and buggy. 

As they are currently organized, most coun- 
ty school districts need to levy $2 or more; 
some may even require more than $3. Un- 
fortunately, however, any levy in excess of 
$1 (89 cents in St. Louis) requires an elec- 
tion. Rates ranging from $1.01 to $3 may be 
voted for one year by a simple majority. A 
two-thirds majority is required to extend the 
period upwards to four years, and for any 
rate in excess of $3. 

Since each district in the county is over 
the $1 ceiling, annual elections are necessary. 
Early this month each district ran a tax elec- 
tion. In four of the districts the proposed 
rates failed and, under the law, the levy 
dropped automatically to the $1 ceiling. Since 
it is impossible to operate at that level, the 
individual school boards had no choice but to 
call new elections. 

On Tuesday University City voters will be 
asked to approve a total operating levy of $3, 
and in Mehlville R-9 a $2.63 rate will be on 
the ballot. On Wednesday voters in the Fer- 
guson-Florissant R-2 district will be given 
their second opportunity to approve a $3 op- 
erating rate. The Valley Park board has not 
yet set the date of its second tax election. 


sThese levies deserve to carry. 


The unrealistically restrictive Constitution- 
al ceiling affects both St. Louis and St. Louis 
county. Here is one city-county problem at 
least on which the legislators from this area 
ought to be able to present a united front. A 
$3 ceiling for six-director districts like those 
in the county would be reasonable, as would 
one ranging from $1.50 to $2 in the city. 

If school boards in city and county were 
to organize toward those objectives.now, they 
might be able to put an end to the costly 
and unneccessary school tax elections to which 
they have to devote so much time and effort. 


Place for Some Elbow Grease 


Aithough the news of the meeting has come 
out belatedly, it is good to know that 38 North- 
ern and Southern leaders have met, under the 
auspices of Freedom House, Harriman, N.Y., 
to discuss the improvement of race relations 
in the United States. The group, which in- 
cluded educators, religious leaders, lawyers, 
business men, editors and civic leaders, called 
for the rebuilding of “a bridge of communica- 
tions” between the white and Negro commu- 
nities and the restoration of “moderate citi- 
zens to the center of the stage” in the place 
of extremists on either side. 

This comes as a reminder that last summer 
Congress passed a Civil Rights Act which cre- 
ated a Civil Rights Commission. President 
Eisenhower appointed the commission’s mem- 
bership late in the fall. One complication 
was the subsequent resignation of Retired Su- 
preme Court Justice Reed as chairman and 
his replacement by Dr. John A. Hannah, pres- 
ident of Michigan State University. The mem- 
bers were confirmed six weeks ago, but the 
two-month old nomination of the staff di- 
rector, Gordon M. Tiffany, former Attorney 
General of New Hampshire, gathers dust in 
Senate Committee. 

The commission can do little until the staff 
director goes to work and already more than 
a quarter of the life of the commission has 
run. Much the same kind of stall holds up 
the commission’s funds in the House. Cannot 
the Democratic and Republican leaders, who 
got together last summer and passed the 
Civil Rights Act, get together again and do 
what now needs to be done to give it a chance 
to be something besides a cipher? 


Two Rates for One Service 


Some striking examples of the unequal 
railroad freight rates offered to shippers 
were presented at the Senate transportation 
inquiry by A. C. Ingersoll Jr., president of 
Federal Barge Lines. Magnesium ingots from 
Velasco, Tex., cost $42.34 a gross ton to ship 
709 miles to Wichita, Kan., where there is 
no water competition, but only $13.15 to ship 
799 miles to East St. Louis, lll., where there 
is water competition. 


Mr. Ingersoll cited similar examples with 
respect to pipe from Pittsburgh and alumi- 
num ingots from Chalmette, La. He pointed 
out that this double dealing, grossly unfair 
as it would seem to a public used to equality 
in the market place, has been sanctioned by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. If the 
railroads have as much latitude as all that 
under existing law, he asked, “what use have 
they for more freedom?” 

We agree that the unfair discrimination 
which the railroads have exercised in meet- 
ing competition has proved a two-edged 
sword. And the further questions may be 
pertinently raised: If the roads can afford 
the low rates they offer to water-competitive 
points, why should not they be compelled to

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If Slump Continues in April—Cut Taxes Fast 


Across-the-Board Reduction of 20 Per Cent Urged by Business Men’s Committee 


By Howard C. Petersen 
(Chairman, Subcommittee on Fiscal

Development) 


Twenty-six years ago, near the bot- 
tom of our worst depression, a Demo- 
cratic Congress and Republican Presi- 
dent agreed to increase taxes in an 
effort to reduce a prospective budget 
deficit. Today, in the early stages 
of an incomparably less serious re- 
cession, and facing a budget deficit 
in excess of five billion dollars, the 
whole nation is considering tax re- 
duction to help arrest and reverse 
the economic decline. 

How the earth has turned in this 
brief span of years! This change is, 
without any doubt, a triumph for eco- 
nomic realism and 
good sense, in 
which the Com-

Public Opinion ~ But while the 
present level of

sion represents a great advance, tax 
action has not yet come, and is, in- 
deed, still in doubt. There are a num- 
ber of real issues to be resolved— 
when should taxes be cut, by how 
much, in what form and for how 
long? Moreover, the echoes of old 
cliches and dogmas are still heard 
in the land. And there is a natural 
tendency to use the present reces- 
sion as an occasion for selling long- 
term policies unrelated to the needs 
of the recession. 

If we can get from the current dis- 
cussion a tax reduction when needed, 
of the amount needed and for the 
duration needed, we shall have dem- 
onstrated not only our economic 
sophistication but our political re- 
sponsibility as well. 

The Program Committee of CED 
proposes that if the economy should 
decline for two months below the 
February level there should be a tax 
cut in the absence of unmistakable 
evidence of quickly forthcoming im- 
provement. The tax cut would take 
the form of a 20 per cent, across-the- 
board, reduction in all individual in- 
come tax rates. This would affect 
withholding immediately and subse- 
quent payments on declarations or 
final returns when they are‘normally 
made. The tax cut would automat- 
ically terminate on March 31, 1959, 
unless Congress ended it earlier, or 
continued it. CED suggested that the

President should recommend to Con- 
gress, early in 1959, whether the tax 
cut should be ended before March 31, 
continued beyond that date, or should 
be allowed to expire on schedule. He 
would make his recommendations on 
the basis of economic conditions at 
the turn of the year. 

Now, the CED does not have, 
among its research tools, a crystal 
ball. Its policies specifically take 
account of the unreliability of eco- 
nomic forecasting. The possibility of 
an unexpectedly quick recovery can- 
not be ruled out. We recognize that 
doing too much too soon can be as 
harmful as doing too little too late. 
But this very uncertainty dictates 
that we act on the side of prudence, 
both in deciding to act and in what 
we decide to do. If the present de- 
cline continued through April, it 
would clearly be only prudent to act 
against it. 

The future as well as the present 
gives us strong reasons for getting 
to work promptly on a tax cut. In 
the absence of a tax cut, pressure 
builds up rapidly for enlarged gov- 
ernment spending. The trouble with 
increasing spending is this: it can 
help little in bringing about the 
quick reversal of the economic trend 
that we need. But it will greatly 
complicate the economic and budg- 
etary problems of later years.

Unfortunately, Mr. Colborn’s novel 
often presents the frustrating picture

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to cut taxes. It is easy to see that 
if we build more roads, more peo- 
ple will be put to work on roads— 
although it is apparently difficult for 
many to visualize how much time 
may elapse between legislation on 
roads and work on roads. But the 
connection between tax reduction 
and greater employment is less di- 
rect. The essential link, of course, 
is spending. The purpose of cutting 
taxes is to leave more money in peo- 
ple’s hands, with the expectation that 
if they have more they will spend 
more. If more is spent for goods and 
services, more goods and services 
will be produced and more people 
will be employed producing them. 

All of a tax cut need not be spent 
for it to be effective. It is only nec- 
essary that they should spend a sub- 
stantial part of it. I see no reason to 
doubt this would happen. Those who 
believe, on the contrary, that a small- 
er fraction of a tax cut would get 
spent should be arguing sot for NO 
tax cut but for a larger one than we 
have proposed. 

The tax cut should not make any 
significant change in the distribution 
of the tax burden. We have the pres- 
ent distribution of the tax burden 
because, as a nation, we have been 
unable to agree on any other. 

We should not try to make the re- 
cession the occasion for trying to 
achieve the long-run tax reforms that 
many of us—including CED—have 
been urging ever since the end of 
the war. It would only impede quick 
action. Further, there is no logic to 
including in a temporary tax cut 
changes in the tax structure that 
would yield their expected advan- 
tages only if continued for a long 
time. 


In this spirit the CED proposes an 
equal across-the-board 20 per cent 
cut in all individual income tax rates. 
This would reduce the tax of all in- 
dividual income tax payers by the 
Same percentage. It would leave the 
proportion of the total tax paid by 
each individual and group of indi- 
viduals unchanged. 

This kind of a tax cut would give 
tax savings in all income brackets 
and stimulate spending at all income 
levels. Most of the tax savings would 
go to income brackets where most of 
the additional income would be spent 
for consumption. In other cases there 
will also be a direct stimulus to in- 
vestment, because owners of unincor- 
porated businesses and other inves- 
tors will get tax relief.

If party loyalty is to'| 
be equated with earnest oppo- 
sition to Vice President Nixon, 
then practically all Democrats, 
Southern and Northern, may 
be depended upon to be au- 
thentically “regular.” 

Sometimes the hardest Dem- 
ocratic task has been simply 
to convince the rank and file 
that the Republican nominee 
really ought to be _ beaten. 
Large numbers of Democrats | 
would not adopt such a dogma 
in 1952 or 1956. But this time 
there is a more subtle Demo- | 
cratic problem: How shall the | 
Republican nominee be de- 
feated”? 

The fact is that there are in

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‘Marrying for 


Love’ on Increase 


This is the second of a series of articles on 
the drive by women around the world to achieve 
the “equal rights” in marriage, education and pub- 
lic life that their American sisters have long 
enjoyed.

GETTING A HUSBAND in many parts of the world 
used to be strictly a passive pursuit—you married whom- 
ever yOur parents selected and hoped you'd live happily 
ever after.

But American-style 
courtship and the Amer- 
ican ideal of “marrying 
for love” have changed 
things, especially in Asia. 

Today many more of 
these girls, themselves 
the children of arranged 
marriages, insist on pick- 
ing their own husbands. 
They want to be wined 
and dined, corsaged and 
coaxed into matrimony— 
not shoved into it blind- 
folded. 

This amounts to muti- 
ny in countries like In- 
dia or Cambodia, where 
girls used to be  be- 
trothed as babies and 
married as soon as they 
reached puberty. It 
equals tragedy in coun- 
tries like Japan, where

mother and father used to select the bride for their son, 
and neither bride or groom had any say-so in the matter. 


Now, “marriage based only on the mutual con- 
sent of both sexes” is guaranteed by Japan’s post- 
war constitution. But even a constitutional guar- 
antee isn’t enough. Last December, all Japan was 
shocked by the double suicide of a pair of young 
lovers who wanted to “marry for love.” She was 
a princess, he was a commoner, and they killed 
themselves because their parents said their mar- 
riage wasn’t “suitable.” 


; In Bangkok, a pretty young newlywed sighed: 

“It's so much easier when there is a good example.” 
She was 23, working as an airlines clerk, and proud of the 
fact that she had selected her own husband. 


IN THAILAND, she told me, the sentimental standard 
Was set by royalty. Thailand's young European-educated 
King, an American jazz enthusiast, married “for love” 
seven years ago and has been living happily ever since 


with his popular, pretty Queen. With royalty showing the 
way, no loyal Thai parent can fuss too much over a love 
match 

It's not that easy for young lovers in countries where 
“romance” was introduced via Hollywood and Gl. Joe, 
but the growing statistics on G.I, foreign brides show that 


Cupid is making headway. 

As one 28-year-old unmarried woman expressed it to 
me in Hong Kong, “the Western-trained man is appeal- 
ing.” The woman was Aw Sian, publisher of the Hong 
Kong Tiger Standard, and one of Asia's few women busi- 
ness executives. The Western man, she explained, takes 
the trouble to court and complement a girl. Adding: 

“He offers what our girls now want in marriage: senti- 
ment, education, security,” she said. “Our girls want things 
to be as romantic as they are in American movies. It 
seems better than seeing your husband for the first time 
during a marriage arranged by the parents.” 

In Japan, which used to have women so closely home- 
bond that Geisha girls were invited to provide hostesses 
for parties, “Western romance” also has made a change. 

Of 414 Tokyo girls surveyed on what they wanted in 
a husband, 231 asked first for “gentleness,” second for a 
good steady salary. ) 


Like many girls in many countries, Japanese 
brides are expected te bring a “dowry” into mar- 
riage. It used to be silk kimonos; nowadays it’s 
an appliance bought on the installment plan, And 
now the girls rather expect the man to bring 
something into marriage, too—preferably money 
enough to support them. 


Greek girls used to work to buy land for their “dowry,” 
Turkish girls had to fill a huge “hope chest,” Indian girls 
literally brought al) they possessed in the form of gold 
nose studs and ankle and arm bracelets. 


THE “DOWRY” TRADITION is slowly crumbling un- 
der the impact of Western ideas. American-style, it's now 
the man who gives presents. 

“And understanding,” the trim, shapely Chinese wife 
of an American farm-goods salesman said to me in Hong 
Kong. “My husband talks to me, takes me out, treats me 
like a person as well as a woman. My sister-in-law lives 
right across the street, but she never leaves the house. My 
brother’s old-fashioned.”

PEOPLE DON’T AGREE at 
all on what's a sure sign of 
spring. Some prefer dande- 
lions, some onion grass, some 
robins.

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The Case of the 
Stuttering Heart

JIM JOHNSON was Just plain seared. Which was 
funny, really, because Jim was the last guy you'd call a 
coward. Worry? Sure, who didn’t about one thing or 
another at 65? But not a cow ard, surely; not this big guy. 

Yet Jim was scaved. 

They'd said this might 
happer when a man re- 
tired after years of hard 
work, this tiredness and 
restlessness. That Jim 
could have stood. But 
not this business with his 
heart. 
It had gone on now for 
about three months, get- 
ting gradually worse. 
First he had noticed the 
palpitations, the sudden 
wild beatings of his heart 
that would leave him 
breathing hard long after 
they were gone. 

Jim didn't tell his 
wife, or the kids when 
they came over for week- 
ends. He didn’t want to 
This was his problem, his per- 


bother anyone with this 
sonal fear. 


Jim knew he'd had a heart attack. He was sure it 
was only a matter of time until he had a second or 4 third 
-— or however many it took to kill him. 


But in the end there was no keeping it from 
Mary, his wife. More and more Jim found it 
hard to hide his obvious difficulty in breathing, 
the puffing and panting as he walked. Then, one 
night he was really sick; his shortness of breath 
was so extreme that death seemed near. Mrs. 
Johnson called the doctor, 


It took the doctor no time at all to see that Jim was 
far gone in heart failure—which meam, in simple terms, 
that something had so weakened his heart that it was un- 
able to keep enough fresh blood flowing out to feed the 
body.. As a result venous blood returning to the heart for 
cleansing was backing up behind the heart, causing body 
fluids to congest the lungs and swell the body. Jim was 
ordered into a hospital and under an oxygen tent. 


AS SOON AS the fifst danger was over, the doctor 
and an internist colleague set out to find the cause of 
Jim’s failing heart. After a number of tests it became ap- 
parent that his heart was fibrillating at intervals. In lay 
language, this means that the regular, steady beat of the 
heart turns at intervals into a sort of staccato chatter, a 
rapid vibration of the heart muscle that barely pumps 
the blood. 

In view of Jim’s age, it seemed likely to the’ doctors 
that his fibrillation—and hence his heart failure—was due 
to hardening of the arteries, ai.d possibly a coronary oc- 
clusion (a heart attack), the very thing Jim feared had 
happened to him. But it wasn’t so. Jim showed surpris- 
ingly little arteriosclerosis and no evidence of a coronary. 
Nor was the any valve damage inside the heart, which 
also might have accounted for the fibrillation. 

There remained one more possibility: hyperthyroidism, 
or increased activity of the thyroid gland. This impression 
was confirmed when tests showed Jim had a high basal 
metabolism rate and that his thyroid took up radioactive 
iodine at an abnormal rate. 


Jim’s thyroid was pouring out a great deal 
more than its normal secretion of thyrexin, which 
acts as a sort of “draft” to keep the fires of me- 
tabolism burning in the cells, to keep the cellular 
digestive processes going. His metabolic system 
was like a furnace with the damper wide open. 


Such a state of affairs places an extremely heavy 
strain upon the heart—since it must move that much 
more oxygen to the tissues to keep the un-dampened 
fires fed. Thus Jim’s enlarged and fibrillating heart. 


JIM WAS FAR TOO ILL for a surgical attempt to 
slow down his wild-running thyroid. So the doctors or- 
dered radioactive iodine therapy. This treatment takes ad- 
vantage of two factors and combines them ideally. One 
is the known fact that the thyroid absorbs virtually all 
the iodine taken into the body. The second is the fact 
that radioactivity serves as a means of “intern?! X-ray,” 
sending out rays to destroy unwanted tissue. 

lodine, made radioactive in an atomic pile, was ad- 
ministered. It went immediately to the thyroid, and there 
the rays killed the excessively active thyroid tissue. 

Actually it takes only a tiny bit of thyroid tissue to 
carry on the normal functioning of the metabolic system. 
Enough was left of Jim’s to do the job. His metabolism 
slowed down to normal; his heart regained its steady 
pumping rhythm, and Jim’s heart failure was arrested. He 
is now well. 

Fear of finding for sure he'd had a heart attack— 


almost cost Jim Johnson his life.

First Rule in Appearances, Says TV’s Jim Arness, Star of Police Circus

HOLLYWOOD, April 21. 


“T'VE PUT MY BLOOD, 
sweat and guts into the ‘Gun- 
smoke’ series,” said 6-foot-6 
Jim Arness, who plays the 
famed Marshal Dillon. 


“And all I get from the re- 
siduals,” he added, bitterly, “‘is 
the barest minimum — some- 
thing like $48 take-home pay a 
show. ‘Gunsmoke’ has made 
television history. But I have 
no residual rights, no foreign 
rights—it's one of the top 
shews in England and they are 
dubbing right now for showing 
in Germany, France and Japan. 

“It’s a highly inequitable sit- 
uation, and although I love do- 
ing the show, I will not re-sign 
when my five-year contract 


with CBS expires in two 
ears.”

A lot can happen before the 
1960 season. The network may 
give Arness a new deal. Or, as 
he points out, his show could 
disappear. 

“In television you can't pre- 
dict a season ahead,” he said. 
“The opposition is lining up a 
blockbuster against me for 
next season.” 

And by 1960, Jim may want 
to resume his movie career full 
time. “But that might be diffi- 
cult—there’s always the ques- 
tion of overexposure, and I'll 
be running in competition with 
myself. I try not to think too 
much about the future because 
it makes me so mad, I might 
get sick. 


“However, there are some 
compensations. My sponsors 
give me bonuses from time to 
time. And they pay me for the 
advertising I do for them. For 
three ads I get as much as 
CBS gives me for an entire 
‘Gunsmoke’ segment. So far I 
have refused to capitalize on 
Marshal Dillon merchandise. I 
don’t think it’s right. But I 
do make quite a lot of money 
on my personal appearances” 
—at least $2000 per appear- 
ance, with two-a-day. weekends. 


“There is only one thing for

WASHINGTON, April 21. 

A RECENT COLUMN in one 
of our evening papers described 
the hospital services rendered 


in Kentucky, West Virginia 
and Virginia by the medical 
care program of the United 


Mine Workers of America 

Since 1948 the Miners Wel- 
fare Fund has built 10 hospi- 
tals, with 1050 beds, in these 
three states. It has also set up 
a school for practical nurses 
and one for profesisonal nurses 
The head of the Mine Workers 
Health Union, Dr. Warren F. 
Draper, former Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the United States. want- 
ed to work with the American 
Medical Association 


But somehow he hasn't 
succeeded, and the report

T am afraid the American 
Medical Association has got to

ficulties are going to grow as 
the people realize that it is 
actually this association which 
opposes reasonable health 
legislation. For instance. take 
the Forand bill (HR 9467) 


which would provide health | 


benefits for Social Security 
beneficiaries. Represent ative 
Forand is asking for a public 
hearing on his bill as soon as 
possible. One can only hope 
that the House Ways and 
Means Committee will not suc- 
cumb to vested interests. but 
will instead be influenced by 
the fact that this is a bill to 
provide medical care for the 
aged, for survivors and for de- 
pendent children. 


This bill would provide 
hospitalization for 60 days, 
surgical care and other bene- 
fits for our citizens in the 
Social Security system. 
Neither the medical profes- 
sion nor the insurance com- 
panies, both of whom oppose 
this legislation, have come 
up with any better sugges- 
tions. 

Modern medical care is very 
expensive. As all costs have 
mounted, so have the costs of 
hospitalization, of nursing and 
of medicine. People on Social 
Security, many of whom are 
among our increasing older 
population, simply cannot af- 
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ford to pay for proper medical 
care, and yet they become a 
greater burden on the com- 


munity if they are not kept in 
the best possible physical con- 
dition.

‘Carpentering’ by Bees 


By Ramon Coffman 
WHEN SOMEONE speaks of 


bees, we are likely to think 
of honeybees. Honeybees are 
interesting and important, but 
the bee family includes various 
other kinds of bees, among 
thein black carpenters 


Black carpenters are about 


the same size as bumblebees 


Both the males and the fe 


males have bodies which are 
almost black. The males have 
green eyes, but the eyes of 
the females are black 


The males and females alse 
can be told apart by this fact 
The females have stingers, but 
the males are without such 
weapons 
The females do the work of 
carpentering They bite into 
the wood of trees, and make 
tunnels. The softer the wood. 
the better they like it. Most 
often they choose pine tree 
trunks. but they also tunnel 
into lindens and other trees 


Q. How fast does a black 
carpenter make a tunnel? 


A. The rate differs according 
to the wood. A black carpen 
ter has been known to bore a 
hole one inch deep in four 
hours, but this was in extra

The tunnel is about half an 
inch in diameter. It is bored 
to a depth of an inch before 
a turn is made at right angles.

Q. How does the black 
carpenter get rid of the | 
wood dust? 


A This is a difficult task. In- 
stead of eating the wood, the 
bee bites it off and drops it 
Then she passes it backward 
with her front feet. Later she 
sweeps the bit of wood with 
stiff little brushes on her hind 
legs. and gets most of the 
material out of the tunnel.
